Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  forward  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1909. 

Population. 

The  population,  according  to  the  census  of  1901  is  9,618,  and 
by  estimation  to  the  middle  of  1909  is  11,946. 

Births. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  births  were  registered  giving  a 
birth-rate  of  34  *83  per  thousand  per  annum  upon  the  census  of 
1901,  and  a  rate  of  28'04  upon  the  estimated  population. 

Deaths. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  deaths  have  been  reported  which 
gives  a  mortality  of  16’94  per  thousand  per  annum,  estimated 
upon  the  1901  census  of  9,618,  or  of  on  the  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1909,  13  *64  per  thousand 


In  the  Tables  appended  A  indicates  the  number  of  deaths- 
which  occurred  in  each  locality  during  each  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  also  the  ages  (in  groups)  at  which  death  took  place,  and  B 
gives  information  as  to  population  and  rates  in  the  different  sub¬ 
divisions.

Infantile  Mortality. 

Infant  Mortality  rate  119  per  thousand  births,  a  decrease  of  24 
as  compared  with  1908. 
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Of  the  40  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year  : 

17  were  under  1  month. 

14  were  between  1  and  6  months. 

9  between  6  and  12  months. 

Fifty-seven  deaths  occurred  under  five  years,  giving  a  mortality 
of  4-77  per  thousand  at  this  age  period  on  estimated  population 
of  11,946,  being  a  decrease  of  Oil  as  compared  by  1908. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate, 

Eight  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  Diseases;  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  Death  rate  of  066  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1909,  which  is  a  decrease 
of  1*48  as  compared  with  1908.

The  cases  which  occurred  at  Seaton  Delaval  were  found  to  be 
due  to  defective  drainage  These  drains  have  been  put  into 
working  order.  None  of  the  cases  were  fatal.  All  with  the 
exception  of  one  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
houses,  beds  and  bedding,  wTere  thoroughly  disinfected  and  in 
some  cases,  wThere  it  was  found  necessary,  the  beds  were 
cremated,  after  the  removal  of  the  patients.

The  dwelling  in  which  one  of  these  cases  occurred  was  found 
to  be  in  a  very  insanitary  condition,  and  was  condemned  as 
being  not  fit  for  human  habitation.  It  has  since  been  demolished. 
This  case  proved  fatal.  There  was  nothing  in  the  surroundings, 
that  could  be  ascertained,  to  account  for  the  other  case,  which 
however  recovered.

Whooping  Was  prevalent,  although  not  to  any  great  extent  during  the 
Cough.  year  ;  one  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause. 


Influenza.  Was  prevalent,  as  usual,  but  in  a  mild  form. 

Diarrhoea-  Was  prevalent,  though  not  to  the  extent  of  former  years,  which 
was  no  doubt,  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  exceptionally 
wet  summer.  One  fatal  case  occurred. 


Chicken  Was  prevalent  in  a  mild  form,  in  various  portions  of  the 
Pox.  district. 


Scavenging*. 

Scavenging  has  been  earned  out  with  regularity  throughout 
the  district  during  the  year. 

Improvements, 

NEW  HOUSES.— 

Twenty-three  new  houses  were  occupied  at  Seaton  Delaval. 
Thirty-seven  new  houses  were  occupied  at  New  Delaval. 

One  new  house  was  occupied  at  East  Hartford. 

INSANITARY  DWELLINGS.— 

Three  houses  were  demolished  near  the  harbour  at  Seaton 
Sluice. 

Two  houses  were  demolished  at  Blue  Bell  Yard,  Seaton  Sluice. 
Four  houses  were  closed  at  Blue  Bell  Yard,  Seaton  Sluice. 

Six  houses  were  repaired  and  made  fit  for  habitation  at  Silver 
Hill,  Hartley. 


Sewers. 

Another  section  of  the  Avenue  (Seaton  Delaval.)  open  sewer 
has  been  covered  in  with  2  feet  glazed  sanitary  pipes. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  at  Seaton  Delaval,  and  the  sewer 
has  been  extended  from  the  Post  Office  to  a  point  on  the  main 
road  near  the  Masonic  Hall.  This  is  being  extended  farther  to 
a  point  North-East  of  Gate  House,  Seaton  Delaval. 

Ninety  yards  of  old  brick  sewer  have  been  done  away  with, 
and  replaced  by  9  inch  glazed  sanitary  pipes  at  Double  Row, 
Seaton  Delaval. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  following  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  main  : 

Hasting’s  Terrace,  Shankhouse. 

Fletcher’s  Cowsheds,  Shankhouse. 

Bebside  Road  Cottages,  Horton,  and  houses  in  the  higher  parts 
of  Seaton  Delaval  Parish. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  supply  the  whole  of  Seaton 
Delaval  Parish  with  water  under  pressure  instead  of  a  secondary 
supply,  such  as  at  present  exists  from  boilers  near  the  colliery. 

The  Contractor  is  engaged  laying  a  water  main  from  a  point  on 
the  Tynemouth  Main  near  Laverick  Hall  to  the  new  property  at 
New  Delaval  (Horton).  This  is  expected  to  be  completed  by 
February,  1910. 


Hospitals. 

Two  contact  wards  for  small-pox  contact  cases  have  been  built 
at  Scaffold  Hill. 

The  Hospital  Inspector  has  been  connected  up  to  the  trunk 
line  with  the  telephone.  Your  Inspector  has  been  provided  with 
the  telephone,  thus  affording  a  more  expeditious  removal  of  cases 
to  Hospital  than  formerly. 

Requirements. 

Ash  closets  are  still  required  at  South  Row,  Percy  Row  and 
Brick  Row,  Seaton  Delaval.  Camp  Terrace  and  Double  Row, 
Seaton  Delaval,  should  be  converted  into  double  houses  in  order 
to  allow  through  ventilation  and  provide  more  accommodation 
for  the  largest  families  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Sewage  should  be  conveyed  in  closed  pipes  from  Avenue 
Head  to  the  sea. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Tynemouth  Corporation  being  now  prepared  to  give  a 
supply  of  water  to  the  Authorities  adjoining  the  main  pipe  line, 
I  would  recommend  that  the  present  water  supply  at  New 
Delaval  be  discontinued  and  a  supply  obtained  from  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Corporation.  It  is  essential  that  all  mains  and  service 
pipes  at  Seaton  Delaval  should  be  directly  connected  up  to  the 
main  pipe,  and  not  as  at  present.

In  districts  in  which  large 
public  institutions  seriously  affect  the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Column  13  may  be  calculated  on  a  nett  population,  obtained 
by  deducting  from  the  estimated  gross  population  the  average  number  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such 
institutions. 


NOTE. — The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  7  of  this  table  are  the  whole  of  those  registered  during  the  year  as  having 
actually  occurred  within  the  district  or  division.  The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  12  are  the  number  in  Column  7,  cor¬ 
rected  by  the  subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  10  and  the  addition  of  the  number  in  Column  11. 

By  the  term  “Non-residents”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in 
public  institutions  there;  and  by  the  term  “Residents”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of 
sickness  or  infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewhere. 

The  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are 
habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the  In¬ 
stitutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  and  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  wnetner 

within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the 
columns  for  the  several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15, 
to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the 
previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non¬ 
residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be 
excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9- 15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and 

as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these 
Tables.  The  “  Localities”  in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables 
II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“  Residents  ”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in 
note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this 
column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should 

equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The 
total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of 
columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to 

Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis, 
Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentry  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea. 
Cholera  [other  than  Asiatic  or  epidemic],  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro- Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the 
heading  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed 
immediately  below,  but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumeration  above.  This  is  particularly  important  for 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  ot  the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due 
to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course  of  years,  by 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the 
probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 

registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus : 
Under  “  Cancer  ’’  should  be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant 
disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of 
bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “Puerperal  Fever’’  are  to  be  included  deaths 
from  Pyseinia,  Septicaemia,  Saprsemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 

Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydro¬ 
cephalus. 

(h)  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydro¬ 

cephalus. 

(i)  Under  “  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ”  are  to  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to 

be  classed  as  “  Certified  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.  and 
V.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  forward  my  Annual  Report  on  No.  2  Division 
of  the  Tynemouth  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  Blst  Decem¬ 
ber,  1909. 


Area, 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  area  of  the  district  since 
last  year,  the  total  area  being  7,296  acres,  divided  into  three 
localities  or  sub-districts,  viz.,  Longbenton,  Burradon  with  Camp- 
erdown,  and  Willington-Rosehill. 


Population. 

The  total  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  11,304,  and  as 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1909  it  is  15,856,  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  760. 

Coal  mining  continues  the  chief  industry  of  the  district,  and 
farming  is  next  in  importance,  most  of  the  farmers  supplying  milk 
to  the  district  itself,  and  to  parts  of  Newcastle  on-Tyne,  and  other 
places  on  the  Banks  of  the  Tyne. 

Very  few  new  houses  have  been  built  in  Benton  near  to  the 
Station,  but  a  large  number  of  flats  have  been  erected  at  Forest 
Hall,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  the  miners  from 
houses  closed  at  South  Gosforth  and  Gosforih  Long  and  Benton 
Rows,  constituting  a  migration  from  one  part  of  the  Parish  to 
another. 
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Many  more  new  houses  for  coal  miners  have  also  been  built  at 
West  Allotment. 

In  Burradon  with  Camperdown  very  few  have  been  added  this 
year,  and  none  in  Willington-Bosehill.

Births. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  per  annum  for  the  whole  district  on 
the  estimated  population  is  38.4,  as  compared  with  33-9  in  1908. 

In  Longbenton  the  birth-rate  is  83-6  per  1,000. 

In  Burradon  with  Camperdown  it  is  29-2  per  1,000 

In  Willington-Roseliill  it  is  36*9  per  1,000. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1909  for  the  whole  district 
was  183,  which  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  11 ’5  per  1,000. 

In  Longbenton  the  death  rate  is  11*6  per  1,000. 

In  Burradon  with  Camperdown  it  is  10*0  per  1,000. 

In  Willington-Rosehill  it  is  13*43  per  1,000. 

The  average  death  rate  of  tbe  whole  district  for  the  previous  ten 
years  being  15  6,  and  the  lowrest  previous  death  rate  during  the 
same  period  13*4,  the  rate  for  this  year  is  the  lowest  recorded  for 
eleven  years. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  Infants  under  one  year 
was  58.  equal  to  a  death  rate  in  this  age  period  of  1082  per  1,000 
births,  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  past  ten  years  excepting  in  1907 
(see  Table  IV).  This  is  probably  due  to  the  average  low  temper¬ 
ature  during  summer  and  the  scarcity  of  flies,  since  these  facts 
coincided  with  the  comparatively  small  number  of  cases  of 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  under  five  years  was 
74,  making  a  death  rate  in  this  age  period  of  4*6  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  7‘5  per  1,000  in  1908. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  calculated  on  a  group  taken  from  the 
infectious  diseases.  This  group  includes  the  following  : — Epidemic 
Diarrhoea  (including  all  cases  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  at  2  years 
and  under)  13,  Measles  0,  Scarlet  Fever  1,  Diphtheria  3,  Small¬ 
pox  0 — total  17,  as  compared  with  24  in  1908.  Thus  the  Zymotic 
death  rate  is  1*07  per  1,000  against  1*59  per  1,000  in  1908.  If 
2  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  be  included  the  rate  is  1*19  per 
1,000. 
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Phthisis  Death  Rate. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  was  9,  the  death  rate 
from  this  disease  being  -56  per  1,000  as  compared  with  -98  per 
1,000  for  1908. 


Respiratory  Death  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy  was  25,  and  the  death  rate  per  1,000  is  1-57  ;  in  1908  it 
was  2*8. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 


The  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  which  occurred  were  : — Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever  and  Erysipelas. 

Scarlet  Of  this  disease  91  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  whereas  in 

Fsver.  1908  there  were  88  only. 

The  number  from  Longbenton  was  75,  from  Burradon  with 
Camperdown  4,  and  from  Willington-Rosehill  12.  Only  one 
of  the  cases  died. 

Diphtheria  The  total  of  cases  notified  was  83  of  which  three  died.  Twenty- 

three  occurred  in  Longbenton,  3  in  Burradon  with  Camper- 
down,  and  7  in  Willington-Rosehill. 


Enteric  Nine  cases  were  notified,  3  from  Longbenton,  5  from  Burradon 
Fever.  with  Camperdown  and  1  from  Willington-Rosehill. 

Erysipelas.  Twenty-four  cases  notified,  of  which  16  were  from  Longbenton 

and  8  from  Willington-Rosehill.

Infectious  Diseases, — Non-Notiflable. 


Whooping  This  disease  was  epidemic  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  throughout 
Cough.  the  district  and  two  deaths  occurred  in  Longbenton. 


Measles,  Comparatively  few  cases  occurred  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Influenza.  This  disease  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  district  for  the 

greater  part  of  the  year.  Two  deaths  in  Longbenton  were 
directly  attributed  to  it. 


Diarrhoea.  Summer  Diarrhoea  v'epidemic)  was  only  of  slight  incidence,  18 

deaths  occurring  at  and  under  two  years,  but  Diarrhoea  as 
a  symptom  in  Catarrh  and  Influenza  was  very  prevalent, 
probably  owing  to  the  rapid  and  frequent  changes  in 
atmospheric  temperature  and  humidity. 

Chicken-  A  few  cases  have  occurred  from  time  to  time,  but  the  disease  was 
pox.  never  what  might  be  termed  epidemic. 


Pulmonary  This  disease  became  notifiable  from  January  1st,  1909,  for  Poor 
Tubercul-  Law  cases  only,  and  in  January  three  were  notified,  viz.,  1 

°8^8-  from  the  Workhouse,  North  Shields,  and  2  from  Dudley, 

none  since. 


School  Closing’. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  by  children 
attending  school,  orders  were  issued  for  the  temporary  closing  of 
schools  for  short  periods,  as  follows  : — 

March  9th. — Bigges’  Main  Church  of  England  School,  for 
Measles. 

April  1st  — Longbenton  Church  of  England  School,  for  Scarlet 
Fever. 

November  12th. — Holystone  Council  School,  for  Mumps. 

Hospitals. 

Thirty-two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  removed  to  Earsdon 
Grange  and  Scaffold  Hill  Hospitals,  consisting  of  10  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  18  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  4  of  Enteric  Fever. 

Anti-Diphtheria  Serum  was  again  supplied  free  to  a  few  needful 
cases  with  great  advantage  to  the  patients,  and  a  saving  of  much 
expense  by  treatment  in  Hospital,  there  being  88  cases  of 
Diphtheria  reported  and  10  only  sent  to  Hospital. 
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Scavenging*. 

This  continues  to  be  carried  out  with  expedition  and  satisfaction 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Improvements. 


A  summary  of  Nuisances  abated  and  details  of  work  carried  out, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  will  be  found  at  the 
end  of  this  Report. 

HOSPITALS. — Two  Contact-Wards  have  been  built  at  Scaffold 
Hill. 

The  Telephone  having  been  installed  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector's 
house,  the  Inspector  of  Hospitals  is  now  able  to  telephone  to  any 
part  of  the  district.  This  enables  these  officials  to  have  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  removed  to  Hospital  much  more  quickly  than 
heretofore. 

NEW  STREETS. —  New  street  works,  about  a  mile  in  length, 
have  been  completed  in  Longbenton  Parish  and  works  are  in 
progress  for  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  length  at  West 
Allotment  and  West  Moor.  The  streets  in  front  of  the  new  Flats 
at  Forest  Hall  and  most  of  the  back  streets  are  completed,  viz., 
Oswin’s  Road,  Lansdowne  Road  and  Edwin’s  Avenue. 

The  new  street  works  at  WTllington-Rosehill  have  also  been 
carried  out. 

NEW  HOUSES. — Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  houses  have 
been  built  m  Longbenton  Parish,  212  being  at  Forest  Hall,  44  at 
West  Allotment  and  10  in  other  parts  of  the  Parish. 

Five  houses  were  built  at  Burradon  and  8  at  Camperdown. 

Thus  the  total  number  built  in  the  district  was  274. 

INSANITARY  HOUSES. -One  hundred  and  twenty-one 
houses  have  been  closed  at  East  Gosforth,  and  one  has  been  closed 
at  Saw  Mills,  Forest  Hall. 

New  floors  have  been  laid  to  some  houses  at  Wapping  Square 
and  new  rain-water  gutters  have  been  fixed  to  this  property. 

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES.  The  drains  have  been  ex¬ 
tended  and  new  W.C.  basin  fixed  at  the  Schoolmaster’s  house, 
Benton  Square  Schools,  also  old  lavatory  basins  pulled  out  and 
7  new  ones  fixed  in  the  School. 
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The  abolition  of  combined  privies  and  open  ashpits  is  being 
steadily  carried  out  in  different  parts  of  the  district,  76  ash  closets 
having  been  built  in  some  cases  and  W.C.  basins  and  dust-bins 
provided  in  others. 

DRAINAGE.— Many  systems  of  drainage  were  found  to  be 
defective  and  have  been  entirely  relaid  to  your  Inspector  s  satis¬ 
faction. 

SEWERAGE.— About  1,200  yards  of  Sewer  extension  have 
been  carried  out  at  various  parts  of  Longbenton  Parish,  and  the 
Sewerage  and  Disposal  Works  of  the  village  of  Bigges’  Main, 
carried  out  at  a  cost  of  about  £900.  The  latter  have  now  been 
in  operation  for  some  months,  and,  on  inspection,  I  find  that  they 
are  practically  efficient  in  every  respect. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — Eleven  houses  at  Willington  High  Row 
have  been  supplied  with  water  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Water  Company’s  Main.  Water  from  the  same  source  has  been 
supplied  to  Hill  Head  Farm,  Camperdown. 

Requirements. 

STREETS. — New  streets  are  required  at  Killingworth  Road 
and  Gallalaw  Terrace,  East  Gosforth  ;  and  at  Tynedale  Terrace, 
Benton.  I  understand  the  Council  have  applied  for  Urban 
Powers  to  enable  this  to  be  done. 

WATER  SUPPLY.— Coatham  House,  Swiss  Villa  Benton, 
Haslam’s  Cottages  and  many  cottages  in  their  vicinity  are  still 
without  a  proper  water  supply. 

HOSPITALS.— 

1.  Steam  Disinfector  for  bedding,  etc.,  without  which  thorough 

disinfection  cannot  with  certainty  be  carried  out. 

2.  An  Observation  Ward  for  Earsdon  Grange  Hospital. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Aet,  1901. 

All  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
In  some  cases  sanitary  defects  were  found  but  the  owners  have 
carried  out  the  necessary  repairs. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

There  are  thirty-four  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  district  and 
390  cows,  all  of  which  has  been  visited  and  inspected.  Two  new 
eowkeepers  were  registered  during  the  year.  In  some  cases 
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instructions  had  to  be  given  for  lime  washing  and  cleansing  the 
premises.  Structural  defects  were  found  in  seven  cowsheds  and 
dairies.  Five  of  these  have  been  remedied  by  means  of  new  byre¬ 
floors,  new  drainage,  water  supply,  lighting  and  ventilation.  The 
other  two  cases  are  under  consideration  by  the  owners.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  and  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  wnetner 

within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  he  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the 
columns  for  the  seveial  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15, 
to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the 
previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non¬ 
residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  he 
excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9- 15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and 

as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these 
Tables.  The  “  Localities  ”  in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables 

II.  and  III. 


(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“  Residents  ”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in 
note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this 
column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should 

equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The 
total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of 
columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to 

Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis, 
Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentry  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea, 
Cholera  [other  than  Asiatic  or  epidemic],  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the 
heading  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed 
immediately  below,  but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading 
Diarrhtea  as  defined  by  enumeration  above.  This  is  particularly  important  for 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due 
to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course  of  years,  by 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain ’  the 
probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 

registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  : 
Under  “  Cancer  ”  should  be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant 
disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of 
bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “Puerperal  Fever”  are  to  be  included  deaths 
from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g )  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  i  o  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 

Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydro¬ 
cephalus. 

(h)  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydro¬ 

cephalus. 

(i)  Under  “  Other  Tr  berculous  Diseases”  are  to  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to 

be  classed  as  “  Certified  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified  ” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.  and 
V.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
